Jesuits' Snuff. — Scented snufls were 
sometimes made the recipients of poison. 
In 1712 the Duke de Noailles presented the 
Danphiness of France with a box of Spanish 
snuff, in which she delighted ; she kept it 
for a few days privately; il was charged 
with poison, which she inhaled ; and five 
days alter the present, died of it, complain- 
ing of a sharp pain in tin' temples. This 
excited much attention, and great fears of 
"accepting a pinch," on one hand, or offer- 
ing it on the other. It became a general 
belief thai such poisoned snutl was used in 
Spain, and by Spanish emissaries lo clear 
away political opponents, and that Ihe 
Jesuits also adopted it lor the purpose of 
poisoning their enemies. Hence it was 
termed ''Jesuits' snuff," and a great deal of 
it was felt for a considerable lime. One 
instance of the dangers inseparable from 
scented snufl is given in an anecdote of the 
Due ib; Bourbon, grandson ol the great 
Comic ; who look Santeuii, the poet, to a 
great entertainment, compelled him todrink 
a large quantity ol champagne, and ulii- 
mately poured his snufl-box filled with 
Spanish snuff into his wine. This produced 
a violent fever, ol ivhish Santeuii died amid 
excruciating agony, within fuurieeu hours 
after.

Agriculture. 

In almost all new countries, Aiirieulluro 
is iha lia>in of ihfir prosperity, and abso- 
lutely essential to their existence. Van- 
couver Inland — owiiiK to the sudden imrni 
gration of 185S, following the discovery of 
guld — is now an exception to this general 
rule. California was, at one time, in the 
same situation. Large importations of bread- 
stuii.s were made at an early period in her 
history from Oregon, the Sandwich Islands) 
Mexico, Chile and the Atlantic States; and 
immense herds of cattle were driven across 
the plains to meet the consumption. Owing 
to the lucrative return capital and labor 
largely engaged in grazing and agriculture] 
and now she ha* a surplus for exportation. 
Vancouver Island, in like manner, since 
June, 1858, has hail to draw the chief 
amount of her breailsluffs and provisions 
from Oregon and California. Cargo after 
cargo of cattle and sheep have been shipped 
here from the Sandwich Islands ; scarcely 
a steamer arrives from Puget Sound, that 
has not from one to a hundred head of neat 
cattle. But the drain on our circulating 
medium is not alone for flour and beef; but 
even for hay, barley, potatoes and vegeta- 
bles. Nearly the entire cunsu mptiotl of the 
colony is imported ; and little or nothing 
more is raised than sufficient to meet the 
wants of the small farmers in the vicinity 
of the town. 

Fully one-half of the population ot the 
colony reside in Victoria. They are all 
non-producers, and chiefly supported 
through the trade with British Columbia 
and the small amounts disbursed by the 
government and navy. We have no manu- 
factories; except, perhaps, one or two brew- 
eries. Neither a hoof of cattle, a pound of 
flour, nor a bundle of hay is exported. A 
few cargoes of spars are shipped annually 
from Suoke, and some 500 tons of coal, at 
about S5 per t in, is shipped each month 
from Nanaimo. We make large shipments 
of furs annually ; but little, very little of 
thai is collected in the colony. It is chiefly 
imported from British Columbia, the Rus- 
sian Possessions and Oregon. Victoria is 
merely its port of departure for Europe, the 
same as it is for the merchandise shipped 
to the mines of British Columbia. The yel- 
lo .v gold, consequently, has to be paiil out 
for almost everything consumed, whether in 
houses, lood or wearing apparel ; but the 
worst feature of this cash payment is, that 
i! is sent abroad to vitalize foreign commu- 
nities, when we have resources of our own 
that only await development to supply home 
consumption, and leave a surplus foi ex- 
portation, 

Our geographical position, the limited 
area for agriculture, and the numerous har- 
bors around our coast, evidently predict a 
maritime and commercial destiny for this 
colony. The progress already made in that 
direction within a brief period has given us 
a prestige second to no other place north of 
San Francisco But whilst we steadfastly 
make rapid strides toward a brilliant com- 
mercial destiny, no mure unwise course 
could be pursued than to neglect the means 
at our command to develops our agricultural 
re.-ourccs. We have an area of rich agri- 
cultural lands at our very doors, extending 
from So )ke up Johnson's Straits, capable of 
sustaining a farming population of a hun- 
dred thousand souls. Nearly the whole 
extent is still ail unproductive wilderness; 
Mill the hunting grounds of the aborigines ; 
ami but a small extent of the whole knows 
any other owner than the red man. With 
our genial climate, which is capital in itself, 
a soil rich, well-watered, much of it prairie, 
and capable of returning a rich harvest lo 
industry, nothing remains to make it the 
granary of the Island but the introduction 
of intelligent labor, 

This would rapidly follow were it not for 
the rascally land system perpetuated in the 
Colony. Foremost among the measures to 
build up agriculture is a reduction in ihe 
price of land. The present rale 85, how- 
ever, though payable in instalments extend- 
ing over five years, obstructs settlement, 
and tends to render the country tributary 
to foreign states for its bread. It would 
be much better to dispose of the land at a 
more nominal price— even donaie it to 
actual settlers. The arrearages due always 
hang threatening over the head of the set- 
tlers. He knows not hut a short crop or 
Hicktiess may prove the Joss of Ins homo 
and his labor ; and his struggles may have 
been spent to enrich one more lucky than 
himAelt. The pay moat of crown land

pari; but otill the debt is due and must bit 
paid. Thus it requires unusual courage to 
face the difficulties that besot a settler under 
our land system. 

Donate the lands, or grant them at a mere 
nominal price. Then the settler will be the 
owner of the .-oil. Ho has a start. He has 
a homestead free from debt, and, if the Gov 
eminent would do its iluty,yrM from execu- 
tion. He would not be ohil.ed by the 
thoughts of meeting coming instalments, 
nor be under the necessity of sacrificing 
stock or crop, or lose time in marketing them, 
lie would have the fervid satisfaction of say- 
ing, ''My home is free from debt.'' Let 
any man enjoy that feeling, and his step is 
elastic; his mind is mote cheerful; and 
with redoubled energy he sets himself to 
work to make himself rich, — and in doing 
so makes himself rich.

Two Indians have been arrested by the 
Nisqually tribe, on a charge of having killed 
Win, White, of Olympia, five years ago 
Another Indian had been sentenced to death 
for the criine,but theNioquallys say that the 
former are the guilty parties. 

M. L. HefTron, keeper of a saloon at Olym- 
pia, escaped from the custody of the sheriff, 
ill whose charge he had been placed for at- 
tempting to kill a man. 

The rumor that a party, on their way to 
the Similkameen mines, had been stopped 
by the snow, and compelled to return to 
Seattle, is contradicted. 

The sum of 820,000 was received from 
Washington by the last steamer, to be used 
in erecting a State Prison for Washington 
Territory. 

The Lower Canada portion of the Cabi- 
net has been tilled up by the appointment 
of Moria, a French Canadian, lo the office 
• of Solicitor General.

others, praying for an act to incorporate the Vic- 
toria Gas Company. 

Mr. A. Waddinoton gave notice of amotion 
for the returns ot all the land sold on Vancouver 
Island from the grant of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany to date, defining localities, quantity told, 
price and arrearages.

Mr. W. J. McDonald moved the first reading 
of a Bill to prevent the use of stove pipes and 
render brick ehimnios compulsory, wittiin cer- 
tain limits in, Victoria. The provisions of the bill 
provide against the use of stove-pipes passing 
through cotton or boards alter May 1st, under jEfi 
penalty, with the limit:! from Johnson Street to 
Douglas S'. to the Harbour. Passed ilrst reading 
and DrdcrejLtn be read a second tune. 

HBDVOTION IN FltlCE of LAND. 

Maior 1' osTKii moved an address to the Home 
Government through His Excellency praying that 
the price of land be reduced. Ho adverted to the 
progress of the United States as resulting from 
the cheap land system. He thought the idea of 
men paying-twenty shillings more fur land here 
than there, in order to live under our UaK, falla- 
cious. Many Canadians had already left for 
Washington Territory, and to introduce popula- 
tion into the country a reduction of price was 
necessary. 

Dr. W. F. Tolmik concurred with the motion, 
but prefer' ed that it should be referred to a com- 
mittee of the whole. There were many considera- 
tions rendering it neccesary. 

Mr. II. P. P. CaBASE seconded the amendment 
to refer motion to a committee of trie whole, and 
expressed himself favorable to reducing the price 
oi laud. 

Mr. W, J. McDonald supported the motion. 
Mr. S. Euan klin supported the amendment 
Amendment carried. 

OIWPOWDER AND STANDING ORDERS. 

The Gunpowder 13 ill was ordered to be read a 
second time this day week. 

On motion of Mr Waddington, the ilou^e 
resolved itself into a committee of the whole on 
Standing Orders, Mr, S. Franklin in the chair.

The Stamp Correspondence 

from Edward Stamp to Governor Douglas. 

Victoria, 21st December, 1850. 

Sir: — I take the liberty of waiting on your Ex- 
cellency, to lay before you, on behalf of myself 
and persons in England with whom 1 am connect- 
ed, certain plans which I would wish to carry out, 
if possible, in the Colony of Vancouver Inland. 

It is our intention to establish a first class saw 
mill, capable of delivering 60,100 feet of lumber 
per diem, a fishery an 1 fish-curing establishment; 
a patent slip capable of accommodating vessels 
up lo 2000 tuns burthen ; and other projects which 
we hope will materially conduce to the welfare of 
the Colony. 

The whole of the saw mill machinery is already 
bought and paid fur, and on its way to this por, 
on board a vessel belonging to ourselves, express- 
ly built for the purpose of bringing it out. Con- 
siderable preparations havobeen made forthe fish 
curing establishments — several skilled artisans 
and their families were engaged before Illft Great 
Britain, and are new also on their way. 

The establishment will involve an outlay of sev- 
eral thousand of pounds and the employment of 
probably not less than 21)0 laborers. And the only 
question is, where i he establishment is to be fixed. 

1 have been entrusted with the selection of the 
locality, and nltlumgli as Englishmen, I and all 
my friends would regret to lie compelled to invest 
our capital and our industry in the United States, 
yet the advantages and facilities in that country 
lire, as your Excellency is aware, so treat, that un- 
less the laud system of Ibis Colony present some- 
what equal advantages. I shall be compelled, how- 
ever reluctantly, to advise my friends, in justice 
to their pecuniary interests, to decide upon snino 
point on the opposite coast of Washington Terri- 
tory. The advantages held out to the Bottler are 
so well known as scarcely to require enumeration. 
Any number of the persons engaged with me may 
ta!;'e claims of 320 acres each. With their assist- 
ance, I could command any extent of land which I 
may desire, without any payment in the first in- 
stance, and certain never to be called upon for 
more than n &. per acre. 

The result of my inquiries lias been that one 
particular locality in Washington Territory nfrorda 
me such facilities as to counterbalance the incon- 
venience of the additional navigation of tho Straits; 
which would be imposed upon US beyond what 
would bo necessary if we were estanlished at some 
point near the southwest end of Vancouver Island ; 
and we would also have San Francisco market open 
for our lumber, winch we cannot have if we decide 
to cstalish on British territory. 

1 have found it impossible lo ascertain, with 
sufficient confidence, whether our requirements 
can be legally and sufficiently met ia this Colony. 

Those requirements are — 

1st. The acquisition of a tract of land on the sea 
coast, for living and cultivation, adequate to tho 
support of 300 or 400 people, cattle, etc., bay 2000 
acres. 

2d. The acquisition of a much larger tract of 
land also icar the coast, absolutely or with an ex- 
clusive right of cutting timber on it, say 10,000 or 
12,000 acres. 

3d. And as the point which I should, if practi- 
cable, wish to select would be probably outside of 
the Straits of Fuca, it would be a great accommo- 
dation to have the power to enter and clear vessels 
there, without coming round to Victoria. 

I have the honor to submit these objects to your 
Excellency's favorable attention, il in any manner 
the;' can be allowed anil secured, I hope to estab- 
lish a lucrative concern. It is lor yum- Excellency 
to devise the means fur securing these objects, 
should your Excellency approve them. 

If 1 make money, other persons will bo ready lo 
invest, in their tin ns, capital, industry and popu- 
lation in the country, If I shall be unable to es- 
tablish myself on a satisfactory basis in uur own 
country. ( need not point out the discouragement 
which will he (liven to British capitalists, nor the 
prejudice which will be suffered by British institu- 
tions.

Sir: — 1 had, flie honor to address your Excel- 
lency on the I'Jih instant, with reference to a 
suitable site f..r establishing a Saw Mill, Fisheries, 
etc., which I and my friends are desirous to put 
on this [stand. 

I have recently spent more of my moans than I 

could well afford, mid nearly ■ year of my 

time, endeavoring to serve the interest of these 
Colonies, in seeking a mail service from this place 
to Sau Francisco; as your Excellency is aware ; 
il is ti ue, I tailed in obtaining that object, hut this 
wus not a consequence of any tan It ot mine, 

1 can now il: afford to lose more time than can 
possibly be avoided, therefore, respectfully beg 
that your Excelli-ncv will furnish me with the 
information 1 have already asked for in my letter 
of the -9th instant, vis ; 

1st. Cau I obtain a site on the sea-board of 
this Island, to be selected liy myself, fur the pur- 
pose of establishing tt saw mill, if so, mi what 
terms ? 

2d. Can I obtain as much land as 1 require 
(not exceeding a reasonable quantity) for the 
necessary agricultural purposes of our establish- 
ment, to be selected by myself as near to the saw 
null as convenient, if so, on whal terms: 

3d. Can 1 obtain an exclusive license to cut 
timber on land to be selected by myself (not ex- 
ceeding a reasonable quantity lor tho use of the 
flaw mill J as near to our establishment as conve- 
nient, if SO, on what terms, and for what period ? 

4th, Will the Government declare the place I 
select for establishing my saw mill, a Port of 
Entry ? 1 have, etc.

3. Unfortunately in the present situation of the 
Colony His Excellency though exceedingly 
desirous of offering every encouragement to your 
enterprise, and although he pledged himself to 
recommend and support your application with all 
his influence, is actually without the powcrtogivo 
any perfect title or make a complete conveyance j 
of any land in the Colony. The w hole of the soil 
has been by a Royal Charter vested In the Hon. 
Hudson's Day Company ; but that Charter if nut 
already revoked, is probably on the point of being 
so, although no oilieial information has been 
received to that effect, Tho Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany however decline any longer to interfere in 
the management of the land ; and no instructions 
have been received by the Colonial Qovornniont 
from the home authorities respecting the terms 
on which land iii to be alienated or the persons by 
whom conveyances are In be made. 

4. Under tneso circumstances His Excellency 
is unable to do more than to express Ins willing- 
ness to follow as near as may be the mode hitherto 
adopted with regard to uiisnrvcyed Crown lands 
in the Colony. 

5. The practice has always been that when an 
individual has desired lo acquire land in an uii- 
snrvcyed district, as was the case, fur example, in 
Cowilchln. and Saaaiti'h, he notified his desire to 
the land office here, and then, when tho land 
came to bo surveyed, lie had die right to choose 
his land according to the date of Ins application, 
and to demand a conveyeuee at the price and on 
the terms then in force. Hitherto, it can hardly be 
said to have grown into n practice that such ap- 
plicants should enter and improve before survey 
although such instances have occurred, liut the 
lirst. applicant on the list might evidently have 
done so at any time without injury to others or 
risk to himself. And it Is sugges'ied that the same 
course will be open to you (vi?, ) to select jour 
locality, and apply for the first selection In that 
locality, of such extent of laud as you muy think 
desirable ; and subsequent applicant will, according 
to the eutublUhcd practice, only be entitled to 



select the quantity mentioned in his application 
afW ynu nfiall huve selected yours, which tho 
government will not be in a position to call upon 
you to do until tho land shall havu been ollic.ally 
surveved. 

6. Tho government will Rurantee, if you enter 
into possession of what land you require, stake it 
olf bv conspicuous land marks, and register a 
planj that no portion of it sht.il be sold without 
\ our having the refusal thereof. It is hoped that 
this arrangement will Batisfy your two first require- 
ments 

7. A 1 * to the 3rd, His Excellency will be ready- 
to constitute your settlement, when formed into a 
port of entry, and constitute yourself a sub- 
collector of customs which will enable you to 
enter and clear without coming to Victoria. This 
arrangement, however, being entirely for your 
own convenience you would have to account to 
the Treasury for the whole amount collected 
without any deduction. 

8. The only point which will be left unsettled 
by this arrangement is tho price which you will 
liuveto pay. According to the instructions hither- 
to acted upon, the prico has been £1 per acre, 
making deductions for all rock and swamp 
land, payable, fis on being put in possession ofthe 
surveyed land, unil the remaining Lis, within 4 
years thereafter. These instructions, though not 
recalled or annulled, ure only a part of the whole 
system which is now, as I have already remarked, 
altogether In abeyance no contract can now be 
entered into at all for the immediate sale to you of 
unsurvcyed land* ; no stipulation therefore cr.n 
now be made at all regulating the price, liut in 
the opinion of the Colonial Government the price 
of £1 per acre for such lands is far too high, and 
such as in the present circumstances of this Col- 
ony and tho neighbouring slates, is calculated to 
retaid indefinitely the establishment and progress 
of the Colony. 

It is probable that, who ever may be hereafter 
entrusted with the management of the Crown 

lands the price will be lixed at a much lower sum, 
and is fully intended thnt you should have the 
benefit of the anticipated reduction and be ad 
milted, after survey of the lands, to purchase at 
the price and on the terms of the day.

knowledges receipt of letters of December 21 and 
January 2; expresses gratitude to Ili< Excellence for 
the clear statement ol the intricacies in which the 
land system is involved; and lor the lavorable recep- 
tion oTbis proposition. Whilst bethinks it impossi- 
ble to get the (nod at once at n moderate price, he is 
willinir to run some ri-k. and rely on the good liiith 
of the Colonial authorities. He adverts to the 8tli 
paragraph us being open tomlsconstriictlon, through 
the probable contingency of the lands being solo at 
unction, at up-set prices the same as Axed In llritMi 
Columbia, viz: ordinary hmd los; suburban lots £5; 
town lots £100 per acre. Ue says thai he intends at 
once to select a good harbor and commence Ills saw 
mill, and thnt, with his fishing vessels and people, 
would lay the nucleus ofn town ; and that if the pro- 
posed lurid svsti'tn was put in force, the lots might be 
sold ut £100 tier acre, lie would select well-timbered 
spots in various places, and thus would make the 
neighboring land richer. Consequently he asks that 
the " no contract " no price but the benefit of reduc- 
tion, may be " reconsidered and augmented 11 To 
ooviate the no-set prices and auction competition, he 
asks for '• an engagement " lo give him the lauds at 
" the up-set price of the day." not only for his '•im- 
provements " but Ihe 2,000 acres: and wherever be 
lias roads or wharves to nil extent ot not more than 
15,000 acres, at the rate ofordlns ry no Improved lands, 
not exceeding £1 per acre; yet subject In other re. 
spects to the terms of «nlc of the c lav " Till the land 
svslem is definitely settled, he asks for a license to 
out timber at sny place on Uarclav Sound, or wlicr- 
ever the saw mill mav be. In the event ol tanking 
the settlement, he relies on the good faith of in,, lo. 
cat and Mono' Governments, that Ills Improvements 
shall not be diverted to the benefit of others who 
might wish to occupy his place, A postscript odds 
that in case of Indian difficulties, he ex pedis the gov- 
ernment to ussisi biro.
